SUMMARY OF BILL: Provides, effective September 1, 2006, certain
contingent, alternative salaries for trial court judges, judges of the Court of
Appeals, judges of the Criminal Court of Appeals, and the judges of the
Supreme Court based upon TnCIS implementation; claims commissioners will
be paid same as circuit court judges.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

Increase State Expenditures - $2,314,700

Assumptions:

e Contingencies will be met and judges’ salaries will be raised
for fiscal year 2006-07.

e Department of Finance and Administration and the Office of
the Comptroller will have an increase in state expenditures of
$6,000 for travel for staff to evaluate contingencies.

e Annual salary of the three Claims Commissioners will be
raised from $95,148 to $118,548.
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
